london, March 2!.—In the house of lords 
this evening the naval] expenditures was 
lengthily discussed om the call of the 
libera] leader, Earl Spencer, for papers 
regarding the naval programme.

The first lord of the 
admiralty, the earl of Selborne, said the 
increased expenditure was due to the fact 
that the whole naval asfect of the world 
east and west had changed. Within the 
last thirteen years the naval expendi- 
tures had been running up. Great losses 
had been suffered, but the Japanese fleet 
ami the German navy had become factors, 
and the great French navy maintained its 


efficiency. 

Great Britain was not forcing the pace 
in shipbuilding, but merely was taking it 
to account what other nations were do- 
ing, and a two and possible three power 
standard must be maintained.

‘AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION 
AT THE STATE UNIVERSITY

: 


to call attention through The Con- 

stitution to the fact which is old 
and well known to alj of our intelligent 
and thinking people, but nevertheless one 
which is likely to be lightly passed by in 
this age of activity and progress. That 
fact is that Georgia, while the youngest 
of the thirteen original colonies, was 
nevertheless a colony when the declara- 
tion of American independence severed 
our connection with the parent country 
and made us a self-governing nationality. 
As such Georgia's start took its place on 
our natfona] emblem as one of the orig!- 
nal states at the time our federal union 
was formed. Therefore it is a fact that 
Georgia’s existence as a member of the 
union dates back to the formation of the 
union. 

There is another fact which ig perhaps 
not as generally known as the fact above 
indicated, but nevertheless one of mo- 
mentous importance to the people of 
Georgia. That fact is that Georgia char- 
tered the first state university of al) the 
statesof the union and that fier universi- 
ty is now more than one century old. 

Now that is one picture. Let us draw 
another one. Wisconsin was admitted in- 
to the union of states in 1848. A few 
years subsequent to that time she char- 
tered her untversity. Hence it will be 
seen that Georgia has the oldest uni- 
versity in the union, while Wisconsin has 
one greatly younger. And yet a compari- 
son of the University of Georgia with 
the University of Wisconsin is not at ail 
to the credit of the University of Georgia 
or to the people of Georgia. 

Surely a native born citizen of Georgia 
who feels a breath of loyalty to his na- 
tive state In every fiber of his nature can 
realize no pleasure in instituting such 
a comparison, Still, with all the shame 
(if you please) which such a comparison 
may bring to a native born loyal Geor- 
gian it may be, and doubtless is, of the 
/utmost importance that the comparison 
| be gone into in order that the people of 
Georgia may have a realization of ‘‘where 
they are at’’ and where they are drifting 
to. 

Especially is this true when we con- 
sider from all view points the fact that 
the present is the greatest age of pro- 
gress and advancement which go to 
make up a higher plane in civilization 
than the world has ever known. And 
Georgia should be bestirring herself in 
Keeping abreast of the times and noi 
permitting herself to become laggard in 
this age of advancement and progress. 

Now, without going into detail in the 
comparison between the University of 
Georgia and the University of Wisconsin, 
as itis a fact known of all well-informed 
men that Wisconsin is greatly distanc- 
ing Georgia in this particular, let us 
pause and ask ourselves why it Is that 
Wisconsir? is leading Georgia? The an- 
Swer comes in a nutshell, Wisconsin is 
spending more money on her university 
as well as in other ways devoting more 
care to its upbuilding and usefulness. . 

In Wisconsin her great university is the 
focus around which centers the all ab- 
sorbing enthusiasm of her whole popula- 
tion from the least to the greatest in one 
solid effort for its promotion. 

And the fact that the population of 
Wisconsin, who may be called the least. 
are just as clamorous in their enthusiasm 
for the promotion of the interests of her 
great university as are the population 
who may be called the greatest, is a fac- 
tor of no mean proportions when you 
come to sum up the aggregate of causes 
which go to make wp the superbly ad- 
vanced position of Wisconsin's institution 
of learning. When a population of more 
than 2,000,000 of people, inhabiting a 
| vast expanse of territory rich in natural 
| resources like Wisconsin (or like Georgia 
if you please), get behind an institution 


vt 
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with efort charmsterized by enthusiasm 
in one solid phalanx the emminent suc- 
cess of the institution ts simply a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

Now Wisconsin's people have done this, 
and why? The great fundamental reason 
is that Wisconsin has founded her uri. 
versity upon a basis which reaches all 
of her varied interests as well as all of 
her people alike. 

Can Georgia do this? Yes! she can do 
it if she will do it. 

Will Georgia do it? Well, she better 
do it, and why? Does Georgia intend to 
give up her prestige as being the Empire 
state of the south? I trust that she does 
not so intend without first making an 
immense fight for her present as weil 
as her past prestige. Is Georgia content 
to sit supinely down and let her northern 
and western sisters outstrip her In this 
age of progress and advancement? This 
she cannot afford. Ah! indeed she must 
not endure the shame that such a catas- 
trophe would bring to her citizens.. 

And yet I have already presented the 
facts and figures which go to show that 
Georgia, one of the original states of 
the union, with the oldest chartered uni- 
versity, is greatly behind Wisconsin, 
which came into the union In 1848, In 
point of facilities for equipping her chil- 
dren for the activities of Ife. 

Now I grant that the progress of Geor- 
gia, along educational lines especially. 
was greatly retarded by the conflict of 
arms between the states in the early 
sixties. And this, in some measure at 
least, accounts (and that to the credit 
of Georgia) for the backward place she 
occupies by the side of Wisconsin in this 
particular. Still that terrible war, with 
| its devastating results, are now several 
decades behind our people. Its fl] effects 
are not now appreciaby felt and the set- 
back which it gave should only inspire 
us with greater energy and zeal for the 
upbuilding of our institutions, without 
which out past prestige must be lost. 

Now I have a conception about which I 
think I am right as to the reasons why 
our people of all classes are not a unit 
for the success of our university as they 
are in Wisconsin. Some of our people 
have an idea that all interests of the 
state as well as our entire population 
are not cared for at the university as 
they should be. And without laying any- 
thing to the charge of the university 
management I am inclined to think that 
this conception on the part of some of 
our people has considerable foundation 
in fact. This I think is not the fault of 
the university management, but is di- 
rectly traceable to conditions over which 
the university management has no con- 
trol. 

These conditions can only be remedied 
by the law-making power of the. state 
and it is the indispensible duty of that 
power to furnish the remedy, And in 
this connection kam delighted to see an 
intimation in a recent issue of The Con- 
stitution to the effect that an effort is 
to be made to build up a great agricul- 
tural college in Georgia. hat is the one 
thing needful for the building up of our 
educational interests all along the line. 

We already have a superb mechanica! 
college in the Technological school. In- 
deed, Wisconsin nor any other state in 
the union surpasses us in this particular. 
And when we get the Technological 
school’s handmaid in agriculture we will 
have arrived at that point where interest 
will be focused around our great institu- 
tions of learning as it ts in Wisconsin. 

The first step in this direction is an 
appropriatiqn to furnish grounds, build- 
ings and equipment for a first-class agri- 
cultural college.

Among other ‘things, it is said, the) 
change was made that the supply of 
yeorgia marble would soon be exhausted, 
At any rate, ¢he government has sent 
one of its experts to Georgia to look 
at the marble quarries and to inspect 
buildings constructed of this material. 
Among such buildings are the state capi- 
tol building of Minnesota, the state cap- 
itol building of Rhode Island, the Corco- 
ran art gallery of Washington, the gov- 
ernment building in Savannah and the 
Carnegie library building in Atlanta.

New York, March 2!.—The narrowing 
limits of the speculation was a fact clear- 
ly defined by the day’s events in the 
stock market, and it is generally believed 1 
that the money outlook is the factor 
making for restriction.
